man, not some _ hunky-dunky 
pansy. Kevin Von Erich don’t 
know the first thing about 


wrestlin’. It shows in his game and 
it'll show when I wipe the floor 
with his pretty face.” 

Hernandez had to work and 


scrap his way to the top. No one 
ever gave him anything. 
Hernandez recalls a night he 
waited at the back entrance of an 
arena for his hero to emerge. 

“It was freezin’, man, I hada thin 
jacket ’cause I couldn’t afford a 
warm one,” recounted Hernandez. 
“And my hero comes out. His name 
is Fritz Von Erich. He got his kids 
with him, Kevin and’ David. I’m 
shiverin’ and my hands are turnin’ 
blue. I hold out this autograph 
book and ask him to. sign 
his name. 

“And. that little punk, either 
Kevin or David, | can't tell °em 
apart, says, no, no Daddy, don’t 
give him an autograph. Fritz 
looked real mean at the punk and 
said if the boy wants to wait, he’s 
shown himself to be a man and 
deserves a Von Erich autograph. 

“T- never forgot that. Now the 
punks spoil that. They don’t sign 
autographs, they never do, they’re 
too busy. Who the hell do they 
think they are? Who do they think 
pays their lousy stinkin’ salary? 
They sure as hell don’t earn their 
lousy money,” Hernandez

“IT know what it’s like to struggle 
and fight for everything in life. 
That’s the true meanin’ of a Von 
Eric, makin’ it on your own and 
appreciatin’ the little guys, the ones 
who helped you back then. Not 
ignoring some poor little kid 
freezin’ his butt off to get some 
crummy John Hancock,” said 
Hernandez, his voice weighted 
with bitterness. 

“Whenever I get a chance to 
wrestle a Von Erich, I get so 
pumped up I think I’m gonna go 
into orbit. No one psyches me up 
like one of those punks. Seein’ their 
blood on the canvas is one of the 
real pleasures in life. And beatin’ 
them into the ground can make my 
whole day,” Hernandez said. 

And how do the Von Erichs feel 
about these startling attacks on 
their family heritage? 

“You have to take it from the 
source,” said Kevin, smiling wryly. 
“Gino is a very bitter guy. He’s had 
some bruises in his life. I feel sorry 
for him, but it isn’t my fault he had 
to struggle.

Arab arrived in the Mid-Atlantic shortly 
thereafter. Just why he left the WWF is 
the point of contention. 


That’s when the trouble came 
down. The WWF officials, to 
avoid the lawsuit, asked Putski 
not to say anything. Now Ivan 
became enraged. Arab’s threat 
was destroying his glory. Now 
a lawsuit, would make Ivan keep 
quiet. He believed himself to be 
responsible for Arab’s flight. He 
had a right to say no. 

The more one looked into the 
situation, the more confusing it 
becomes. Here’s what the Mid- 
Atlantic officials have .to say: 
“We offered Hussein Arab a 
healthy contract before his 
match’ with Ivan Putski. We 


purposely offered him more 
than the WWF. However, he 
gave us no definite date as to 
when he would arrive. He did 
not have to come to the Mid- 
Atlantic when he did. He chose 
to come after his match against 
Ivan Putski.”” 

What the Mid-Atlantic 
officials are saying is that both 
men could be right. After all, 
why shouldn’t Arab leave the 
WWF if he earns more money 
someplace else. Yet, why didn’t 
he leave immediately? The WWF 
says Arab wasn’t obligated to 
wrestle Putski. Hussein could 
have left before the Putski 
match. In fact, before the Putski 
match, WWF officials claim Arab 
promised to stay in the’area for 
a year. 


It gets even more confusing 
when films of the match are 
examined, There are three 
moments when Putski has Arab 
in agony. At each time, Arab 
does escape and continue to 
wrestle effectively. It’s obvious 
Arab is having a horrible time of 
it. Still, there’s nothing definite 
that one could say which made 
Arab have to leave. In fact, one 
wouldn’t have’ been surprised if 
Putski left the area affer the 
battle.. It was an inhumanly 
tough match. ' 

_ If Arab actually does sue Putski 
-and the WWF, the courts will 
have to decide whether Arab 
fled in terror. That would solve 
everything. Chances are, 
though, the case will never come 
to court. The best legal minds say 
Arab would be a fool to go that 
far. Just the threat of suing has 
tainted Putski’s glory. Even if 
Arab won his case, it wouldn’t 
mean that much more. There is 
no way he’d get $1 million or 
close to it.It would be hard for 
him to win enough to cover 
legal costs. 

So, it now comes down to who 
you believe. Putski could be 

_ mistaken. Arab could be lying. 
There’s no sure way to know.
